Motion ror a Repeat or ‘tus new Inpia 


But. 

R Francis, according to the notice he gave laft 
M week, rofe to propofe fome alterations in Mr 
itt’s bill for the government of India. In the outfet of 
the fpeech, he declered in the moft folemn manner, 
that in the part he was about to take, he was in no 
degree influenced by party prejudice or attachment, 
but folely by a conviction, that what he was going 
to propofe was effentially juft, and abfolutely necef- 
fary. The bill, in which he wifhed to make fome 
amendments, contained regulations that naturally 
divided themfelves under three beads. The ma- 
nagemeat of the Company’s affairs at home, the go- 
vernmeft of their poflefiions abroad, and the judica- 

ture for trying delinquents. 
‘With refpe& to the firft, the new regulations 
were, in his opinion, abfurd: For though the ob- 
ject of the legiflature was to make the government 
at home fo ftrong, that the fervants abroad fhould not 
dare to difobey the orders of the Court of Direét- 
ors, yet the plan adopted for that purpofe would 
have the direct contrary effect ; for the power being 
divided between the Direégtors and the Court of 
Controul was neceffarily weakened, and the fervants 
abroad, who had formerly ventured to withftand the 
orders of the Direétors, when they knew them to be 
dictated by that Board, would be lefs ferupulous in 
difobeying them when they came to be forced upon 
them by the Board of Controul. The public too 
would be expofed to the greateft danger, as the re- 
fibility being thas divided between the Court of 
irectors and the new Board, each might endea- 
vour to fhift off the blame from themfelves, and 
thus there would be found a crime, but not a cri- 

minal. 

As to the regulations for the government of the 
territories in India, they were no lefs repugnant to 
found policy and good fenfe. For, i it was meant 
that the Governor General fhould be armed with 
extraordinary influence, fo as that he might be able 
to turn the fcale in the Supreme Council, it was a 
round about, indirect, and an impolitic way of gi- 
Ving hiesfach a power, by vefting him with the pri- 
vilege of a calting voice; ‘for thus he muft depend 
upon contingencies for the exercife of a power, which 
it was prefumed he ought to have at all times. For 
his own part he was for limiting. rather than in- 
creafing the power of a Governor General ; he was 
for making him aé in concert with, and not againft 
the majority of a Council; and in order to take 


\ from him the exercife of a cafting voice, he ‘would 


propofe that the Council fhould confilt of five mem- 


rs, 
The Jaft point he had to touch upon was the new 


~Court of Judicature for the trial of fuch as fhould 


be fufpected of having been guilty of extortion, &c. 
in India: So contrary was every part of the bill, 


_ relating to that tribunal, to the fpirit and genius of 


our conftitution, that it ought not tobe fuffered to 
exift one moment in this country ; for it went ab- 
folutely to the deftruction of the great palladium of 
Britith liberties —the trial by jury. “He concluded 
by moving far leave to bring in-a bill to alter and a- 
mend an act paffed in the 24th year of his Majeity’s 
reign, for the better government of India. 
Mr Wyndbam faid, he would content himfelf for 
the prefent with barely feconding the motion. 
Mr Dundas replied to Mr Francis at confiderable 
Jength. He demed that the Hon. Gentleman’s i- 
deas of government were applicable to that of the 
Company abroad. He referved himfelf, however, 
on various points, as he intended foon to tring for- 
ward a fimilar motion. The particular he moft la- 
boured was the new judicature. He contended, 
that whatever had been commended in the mode of 
trial by impeachment, which was now fo much in 
fafhion, might be found in it. After putting this 
ftrongly, and following the Hon. Gentleman, Mr 
Francis, with great ability, he declared, that the ju- 
dicature which had been condemned was in fact a 
fpecial jury, and in fome refpeéts faperior, as it was 
not fo apt, from its conftitution and other circum- 
ftances, to admit of improper evidence. And if it 
had been called by that name, much of the clamour 
raifed againft it might have been prevented. He 
concluded a fpeecls of great length, involving much 
law ftatement, and the etiquette of the profeflion, by 
moving the previous queftion. 
Mr An/fruther role, and inveighed in the moft 
ointed terms againft that part of the bill which re- 
ey to the difclofure of private fortune. The learn- 
ed Gentleman had attempted to make a diftinétion 
between that and the judicatory part of the bill, but 
he could not fubfcribe to the diftinétion. It proceed- 
ed upon the very illiberal idea that no honeft man 
eculd come from India, thas ftigmatizing the whole 
for the delinquencies of a few ; the confequence of 
which would probably be, that it would lead to the 
increafe of peculation, inftead of correéting it; for 


nothing was more certain than this, that the fufpe@- 


ing aman to be a rogue, was the fhorteft way to 
make him one. With regard to that of the bill, the 
fitwation df an Eaft-Indiaman was peculiarly hard : 
It put him in the power of the Attorney General ; 
who, if he found fafficient ground for an informa- 
tion, the perfon accufed was obliged to find bail, not 
in the common way, but in fuch a fum as might be 
arbitarily fuppofed to be adequate to the eventual 
punifhment ; and in addition to that he was obliged 
to furnifh evidence againft himfelf, contrary to e- 
vety principle of law which had hitherto been heard 


of.—In fuch a fituation, where was the man who | 
could find the required bail?’. If he could not, he: 


muft go to prifon. The mode of trial was alfo fin- 
gular—It was a tribunal different from any that e- 
ver this country faw. It was by no means fimilar 
to Courts Martial, for there the perfon aceufed was 
tried by thofe who were amenable to the fame laws 
with himfelf. ‘The great Jatitude of evidence which 
the bill allowed was alfo a very great objetion, 
though the learned Gentleman had made ufe of that 
as an argument in favour of the new judicature in 
rreference to atrial by jury. He had faid that a 
jur,; might be mifled by improper evidence ;_ but in 
anfwer to that he begged leave to fay, that it was the 


province of every judge to guard againft the intro- 
duction of fuch evidence. He would not trouble 
the Houfe with any further obfervations at that time, 
but would referve himfelf till the bafinefs came more 
fully before the Houfe. 

Mr Vanjfittart faid, he would fapport that part of 
the repeal which refpected the judicature ; in his o- 
pinion it was contrary to every principle of juftice. 
Mr Amyatt {poke a few words, but in fo low.a 
tone of voice, that we could not learn the purport of 
his fpeech. - 
Major Scott objected to fome parts of the bith 
particularly to the oath which was enjoined to be ta-. 
ken ; ‘but as to the judicatory, he thought it was the 
faireft that could be devifed. He was however hap- 
py to believe, that fuch a fyftem of government 
would foon be adopted in Indiaas would, he hoped, 
render it altogether unneceflary. 

Mr Foliffe could not help taking notice of the ve- 
ry fingular condu@ of the learned Gentleman (Mr 
Dundas) in the part he had taken in the debate. 
He had admitted in fome degree the juftice of his 
Hon. friend’s arguments, but he withed to get rid 
of them, that he might have the merit with the pu- 
blic of introducing them himfelf. Mr Joliffe pro- 
ceeded to remark, that he had never been a friend 
to the internal government of India by a Governor- 
General and Council. The fewer hands the exe- 
cutive government of that country could be lcdged 
in the better ; and he was of opinion, that the Go- 
vernor-General alone could act with more vigour 
and effect, than with the afhiftance of a Council, 
which often gave rife to diffentions and private ani+ 
mofity, tothe prejudice of the public. He then 
took notice of that part of Mr Dundas’s argument 
which went to eftablifh, that the propofed judicature 
was in fact a fpecial jury by another name ; bur that 
argument was, in his opinion, calculated to miflead 
the Houfe. A jury confifted of twelve perfons, who 
mutt be unanimous in their verdi@. The judicature 
might confift of but feven, and it was not neceflary 
that they fhould be unanimous. A jury cannot 4d- 
journ, nor converfe with any perfon previous to the

“« Captain Marfhall of the joth regiment, with 

detachments from that corps, Captain Garret’s and 
the Green Legions, have been in purfuit of the run- 
away negroes for fome days; on the 27th of De- 
cembery they reached their camp, which, notwith- 
ftanding every precaution of fecrecy, they found a- 
bandoned. ‘T'he troops marched on to another en- 
campment upon a hill which it was impoflible to fur- 
round; and, nowithftanding being expofed ‘to all 
the fire of the enemy, got into the camp, under co- 
ver of a fire from the reft of the detachment ; the 
negreos, however, got all away to the mountains, 
except one man and a girl. The troops fet fire to 
the encampment, after fecuring a quantity of fine 
glazed powder, balls, flugs, axes, &c. fuppofed to 
have been furnithed by the French. The negroes 
feem very fearce of provifions, having none but 
what is brought in by their feouts.”

The iniports from Spain are, wine, almonds, annif- 
feeds, cinamon feeds, foap, oil, filk, iron, wood, in- 
digo, figs, raifins, oranges, and’ orarige juice, leritons, 
chefnats, fmall nuts, pomegranates, olives, faffron, 
barilla, kelp, kid fltins,) capers, umbers, anchovies, 
fpunges, wrought filk, cochineal, cork, whifk brooms, 
formerly brandis, and contiderable quantities of corn 
and meal. But England always‘had the balance of 
trade in its favour, fince the year 1750, when 
a commercial treaty was concluded at Madrid, by 
Benjamin Keene, Efq; on the part of England, and 
Don Jofeph de Carjaval and Lancafter, on the part 
of Spain.

No legal eftablithment. providing and compelliag ’ 
charity for the poor, has hitherto been put upon a 
proper footing.: Indeed, thé moment that compul- 
fion takes place, charitable motives are at an end. 
The poor laws in England are almoft equally perni- 
cious to thofe who pay, and thofe who receive the 
benefit. Upon the wealthy and induftrious, they 


an enticement to idlenefs and debauchery ; to a fet 
‘of rapacious managers for the poor, they are alone 
acceptable ; as to them, they are a fund of pecula- 
tion, gluttonny, and drunkennefs. ” This very cir- 
cumttance, which ought in a double mariner to ren- 
der. poor-rates odious and abominable; has, in many 
places, been a motive towards their e(tablidhment.s 
The citizens of Edinburgh are often to un- 
due attempts to faddle them with unnece
